[' HAS PROBABLY always been the 

custom for the mature portion of 
our people to regard the youngsters 
is a bit wild or unfinished, even though 
second thought might have shown 
that the older generation might have 
been largely to blame.

I have just been reading a study 
made by two prominent sociologists, 
ind while I do not always fall for what 
the soc iologists tell us, these two have 
made some important researches and 
reached some excellent conclusions. 

They point out what should alw ays 
be mentioned, that the unusual and 
outrageous cases of delinquency get 
the widest publicity. In fact news 
services of today, bring to public no 
tice more cases than were publicized 
in previous years. 

he fact is that the teen agers of to 
day are much more frank and honest 
than we middleaged people were at their 
ize. They now feel the freedom to 
speak out—which was not the case a 
few years ago. They have more ac 
tivities outside of school hours. They 
are engaging in, or watching, athletic 
games; they are looking after 4-H 
Club projects, or activities in the Boy 
Scouts or Girl Scouts; they have jobs 
that help to earn money; they have spe 
cial lessons in art or music, or manual 
training, all of which means that they 
do not have idle time when they might 
get into some of the work of the devil 

Ofhcial figures show there is less 
dope addiction than a few years ago; 
uttitudes toward cheating in examina 
tions and toward promiscuous sexual 
contacts, “heavy dating” etc., are far 
better than the public has been led to 
believe. This does not mean that we 
should discontinue our program of 
watchful care and parental interest 
however; rather it does mean that we

They also 
know that tender, sweet corn held at 
ordinary temperatures is quickly con- 
verted to tough, starchy, “mule corn” 
and that there is a definite correlation 
between deterioration in eating quality 
and loss of sweetness or sugar. Yet, 
there is little data at hand which show 
precisely the hourly rate of loss of 
sugar at different temperatures, or the 
rate of temperature reduction obtained 
from hydrocooling and later from 
standard refrigeration supplemented 
by top icing. 

While loss of sugar cannot be entire- 
ly prevented even by refrigeration at 
temperatures as low as 32”, it can be 
retarded by quickly reducing the com 
modity temperature as much as is pos 
sible through present-day precooling 
facilities, followed by the best refrig- 
eration-in-transit: practices, and by a 
continuation of proper refrigeration 
after the commodity is removed from 
the car at the distributing centers. 

Use of Fan Cars 

Repeated requests have been made 
by the industry for information on the 
amount of heat removed from crated 
green sweet corn when it is precooled 
in hydrocoolers under actual commer 
cial operation and whether fan cars or 
non-fan cars are better suited for the 
shipment of precooled and top-iced 
loads of corn. 

Some receivers or their representa 
tives in the field that 
though crated green sweet corn should 
be precooled and top-iced, it should 
not be given fan service during the 
transit period, because of the assumed 
risk of freezing or causing wilt.

In compliance with these requests, 
a series of tests, commercial in every 
respect, was planned to: (1) 
the amount of heat removed 
from crated green sweet corn as it 
passes through the precooling facili 
ties currently available to Florida ship 
pers; (2) establish the rate of cooling 
at different levels in the car during the 
transit period in pre-iced end-bunker 
refrigerated cars, top-iced at loading 
point and shipped under standard re 
frigeration; (3) compare the standard 
lengthwise method of loading and the 
crisscross method; and (4) compare 
the performance of fan and non-fan 
car services.

Summarizing the results of the tests: 
For those who want to do a better job 
of refrigeration than is now being 
done, some of the following sug ges- 


tions may be pertinent: 

1. Consider the possibility of pre- 
cooling corn before it is packed. 

2. Precool corn as soon as possible 
ifter it is picked, bringing the com- 
modity temperature to 40°, if possible. 

3. Use the smaller crate. 

4. Use fan cars whenever possible. 

5. Follow 
loading.

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Editorial Comment 


Powdered Concentrate 


Be AT THE ESSENCE of citrus juices can be saved in all their tangy deliciousness 
in powdered form, and that this ideal is within reach of the scientists; and 
that lack of space for frozen concentrate containers in retail store freezers is 
“one of the strangling influences” in the present unsuccessful use of Florida’s 
surplus fruit, is the assertion of J. J. Parrish, Jr., Titusville 

He “sees daylight” in the first item; and surely the larger chain food stores 
will find space for the concentrates if the demand increases, while the smaller 
retail outlets will have to do something about it. 

The fresh fruit disposal problem is apparently galloping down the home 
stretch by the fast-expanding introduction of juice dispensers in railroad and 
bus Stations, airport headquarters, some hotel lobbies, chain and regional small 
groceries, 

Combined with the pow dered concentrate and fresh juice dispenser possi 
bilities, is the program under study regarding a fund to help take care of the 
fresh fruit surplus from another angle. The fund would be built up from a 
small tax, and could be used in several ways, one of them to direct some of the 
excess citrus into soda counter sales. 

St inding out strongly in Opposition to over the-counter disposal ot orange 


juice, particularly, is the outrageous charge of 15 cents a cup made in many 


places—and even in Florida. It is to be hoped this grave mistake will be 
correc ted. 

Another problem looms, and all sorts of ittempts hav e been made to solve 
it. This is the matter of the rise and fall of the market as the seasons change 

Of this the Lakeland Ledger says if a five-year guarantee could be 
given the soft-drink or beverage maker, he would get into the citrus market 
he must be told exactly what fruit will cost him five years in advance. To date, 
this hasn't been practical.” 

However, if surplus fruit bought by the central fund were turned into 
concentrate, or powder, and stored—assuming that central fund financing were 
ivailable—such a guarantee to the beverage manufacturer would be possible
